cotton mill was established in Canada 
at Sherbrooke, Que. In 1847 a small 
mil! was established at Thorold, Ont. 
but this mill was later ‘closed. The 


jfirst large-scale mill was started at 


|Merriton, Ont., in 1850. This mill was 
equipped with 12,000 spindles and 260 
looms. 

The Wabasso Cotton Co. was ongan- 
ized in 1907. Three Rivers, Que., was 
eslected as a favorable location, due 
to its transportation facilities, water- 
power supply and availability of the 
workers who could be trained ag skill- 
eg employees. In order ito provide for 
expansion, 40 acres of land was pur 
chased as an ideal location beside the 
river, and removed from the town it- 
self. The most modern, machinery 
was purchased in Great Britain, and 
highly skilled experts were employed 
to supervise amj train the workers. 
The name ‘‘Wabasso” which was chos- 
en for the nime of the company, 
means in the Ojibway Indian tongue, 
“The snow-white rabbit”. ‘The trade 
mark of the company, which has since 
become so widely known throughout 
Canada, reflects the name.

A study of the buying habits of 
American families is at last being 
made. The United States Chamber 
of Commerce, the Social Science 
Research Council, and many other 
organizations have been urging the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics to make 
this study for years. Business, wel- 
fare organizations, consumer edu- 
cators, and government  depart- 
ments have had to rely on a small 
study made in 1918 for information 
about standards of living in this 
country.

‘using clean things always. DON’T POUR PEROX DEINA SCALP 
‘WOUND at any period. After washing as above, paint the wound with 
‘tincture of iddine; smarts a little, but apply it freely. Dust freely with 
talcum powder and apply a loose bandage. Keep the wound dry until 
‘recovery. : 

7 For a “crop” of chiggers, get at ’em early as possible, before they

Montreal.--A_ total of 2,569 ‘illegal 
train riderg and other trespassers on | 
railrcad property Jost their lives ot 
1937, according to compiet2 reports 
for the year just received by George 
A. Shea, Director of Investigation, 
Canadian National Railways and Vice 
Chairman of the Protective Section of 
the Association of Americar Rail- 
roads. At the same time, 2,629 trcs- 
(passers were injured. 


The number of fatalities to trespas, 
sers on railroad property in 1937 was | 
arecuction, however, of 169 compare? | 
with 1936, and a decrease of 65 in the 
numder of trespassers injured. 


Trespassing on railway property hag | 
materiaily increased in recent years, | 
and has brought aibout a serious prob- 
lem, due to the fact that 
studies show that approximately 50!

Reports just received by the Protec- | 
tive Section show that epproximately | 
3,600,00U illegal train riders or tres- | 
passers were removed from traine,| 
prevented from getting, on trains, or | 
ejected: from railroad premises, but | 
not anrested, iby eighty of the prin- | 
cipal railroais of this country in 1937. 
This was an average of 300,000 tres- 
passers per month. 

In January, this year, 211,561 a 
passers were ejected from traing or 
from railroad premises, an increase of 
14 per cent. compared with January | 
1937, and in February, this year, the. 
number wag 211,035, or an increase of 


last year.
